Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  Circulars  2773  and  10/44  the 
Report  for  1943  deals  only  with  essential  and  urgent 
matters  affecting  the  Public  Health. 

IITZjCTIOUS  PI  SPASMS Scarlet  Fever  was  especially  prevalent 
in  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  131  case  s^Joe  ing  notified  as 
compared  with  37  in  1942.  7 An  explosifii  outbreak  of  17 

cases  amongst  the  children  of  an  elementary  school  was  traced 
to  the  milk  supplied  to  the  school  and  appropriate  action  was 
taken. 

DIHTHLRIA.  Four  cases  were  notified,  3  adults  and  one  child, 

but  all  proved  not  to  be  Diptheria  after  admission  to  hospital. 

The  Scheme  for  free  immunisation  lias  been  continued, 
it  being  estimated  that  86/  of  children  aged  1-15  years  had 
received  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  year.

T UH3 RCITLO SIS.  Twenty  two  new  cases  were  notified,  as  compared 

with  26  in  1942,  26  in  1941,  16  in  1940,  and  a  yearly  avera.ge 
of  12  for  the  previous  ten  years . 

WATER  SUPPLY.  The  water  supplied  by  the  Stroud  Water  Board 

maintains  its  high  quality  and  is  tested  regularly.  In  a 
few  outlying  parts  of  the  district  wells  and  springs  have  to 
be  relied  upon,  but  the  main  is  gradually  being  taken  to  the 
whole  area.
